1 have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1954,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  No.  42/51. 

The  health  of  the  district  remains  good.  Once  again  there  have 
been  no  cases  of  diphtheria  and  it  is  now  more  than  8^  years  since 
the  last  case  occurred. 

The  number  of  children  who  have  been  immunised  against 
whooping  cough  continues  to  increase  and  there  is  now  definite 
evidence  that  the  immunisation  campaign  is  effective.  For  the 
third  year  in  succession  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  number  of 
notified  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  advice  and  support  throughout  the  year,  and  the  staff  for  its 
keen  co-operation.

BIRTHS 

During  the  year  679  live  births  were  registered,  this  being  18  more  than 
last  year's  total.  The  rate  per  1.000  population  was  13.3  compared  with 
the  rate  of  15.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  total  number  24  or  3.5%  were  illegitimate. 

DEATHS 

During  the  year  560  deaths  were  registered,  being  17  less  than  1953. 
The  death  rate  was  9.7  per  1,000  compared  with  the  rate  of  11.3  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  16.2  per  1,000  live 
births  and  compares  with  the  rate  of  25.5  for  England  and  Wales.

OTHER  DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified 
during  the  year  was  36.  This  is  a rate  of  -69  per  1,000  population. 
All  the  cases  were  very  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths  : 31  cases 
were  treated  at  home  and  five  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  Two 
families  had  two  cases;  the  rest  were  single  cases  in  a family. 

Diphtheria. — Once  again  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  no 
case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.  The  immunisation 
campaign  is  being  continued  energetically  with  the  full  co-opera- 
tion of  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  district.

Measles. — Measles  has  been  less  prevalent 

during  the 

year,  a 

total  of  213  cases  being  notified.  The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  Esher  and  West  Molesey. 

Whooping  Cough.- — The  number  of  notified  cases  of  whooping 
cough  was  45.  This  compares  favourably  with  last  year’s  number. 
69  cases,  and  suggests  that  the  immunisation  campaign  against 
whooping  cough  which  was  commenced  in  1951  and  was  intensified 
in  1952,  when  the  county  scheme  for  the  whole  of  Surrey  was 
implemented,  is  beginning  to  be  effective.  Whooping  cough  is  one 
of  the  most  serious  diseases  of  childhood  and  mothers  appreciate 
the  facilities  for  immunisation  which  are  available.  Fortunately, 
the  whooping  cough  immunisation  campaign  continues  to  have  a 
beneficial  effect  on  the  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign,  because 
the  prophylactic  material  most  commonly  used  gives  combined 
protection  against  both  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  whooping  cough  immunisation  will  prove  as  effective 
as  immunisation  against  diphtheria.

Paratyphoid  Fever. — One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever,  which  was 
probably  contracted  outside  of  the  Urban  District,  occurred.  There 
were  no  .secondary  cases. 

Food  Poisoaing. — There  was  one  case  of  food  poisoning,  due 
to  Salmonella  typhi-murium. 

Scabies. — During  1954  twelve  persons  from  eight  families 
received  treatment.  All  these  persons  showed  dehnite  lesions. 

Verminous  Co/ /rZ/Y/om'.—  Eleven  cases  of  infestation  by  the  head 
louse  from  hve  families  were  referred  to  the  Department  from 
various  sources  and  received  treatment. 


WORK  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

The  duties  of  this  officer  include  assistance  with  immunisation 
and  vaccination  sessions,  the  treatment  of  scabies  and  other 
verminous  conditions,  routine  infectious  disease  enquiries,  the 
supervision  of  infectious  cases  treated  at  home,  the  following  up 
of  cases  discharged  from  the  isolation  hospitals  and  various  other

PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

B.C.CJ.  Vaccination  oj  School  Children. — Following  considera- 
tion of  a recent  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  on  B.C.G. 
Vaccination,  the  County  Health  and  Education  Committees  have 
approved  a scheme  to  offer  B.C.G.  Vaccination,  subject  to  the 
necessary  preliminary  tests  and  to  obtaining  parental  consent,  free 
of  charge  to  school  children  between  their  thirteenth  and  fourteenth 
birthdays.  Skin  tests  and  vaccinations  would  be  done  at  the  schools 
by  Medical  Officers  of  the  School  Health  Service  specially 
designated  for  this  purpose  as  required  by  the  Minister. 

This  vaccination  was  carried  out  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
and  the  response  was  very  good  with  no  untoward  reactions.  It 
it  hoped  that  this  procedure  will  greatly  reduce  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  among  young  adults. 

Mortality. — For  the  first  time  on  record  there  were  no  deaths 
from  tuberculosis.  This  most  satisfactory  result  can  ‘ only  be 
attributable  to  the  extensive  preventive  and  curative  work,  including 
the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee,  which  has  been  done 
in  the  past  eight  years.

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HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT,  1954 

The  above  Act  came  into  force  on  the  30th  August,  1954. 

Section  1 requires  local  authorities  to  submit  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  proposals  for  dealing  with  unfit 
houses  in  their  district.  Their  proposals  must  be  in  a form  specified 
by  the  Minister  and  must  be  submitted  by  30th  August,  1955, 
unless,  exceptionally,  the  Minister  extends  the  period. 

A survey  of  the  district  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  being 
made  with  a view  to  ascertaining  which  properties  should  be 
included  in  the  proposals.

FOOD 

Since  meat  rationing  was  discontinued  in  June  of  this  year  no 
slaughterhouses  have  been  licensed  by  the  Council  for  the  slaugh- 
tering of  food  animals,  all  carcase  meat  being  obtained  by  the 
butchers  from  sources  outside  the  district. 

The  question  as  to  whether  the  Council  should  license  certain 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  was  fully  discussed  by  the  Council 
who  were  satisfied  that  adequate  slaughtering  facilities  were  avail- 
able at  the  public  abattoir  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Borough  of  Guildford,  and  which  was  erected  under  the  direction 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Three  pigs  only  were  slaughtered  during  the  year.  These  were 
kept  by  Cottagers  and  humanely  killed  by  licensed  slaughtermen. 

There  were  six  licensed  slaughtermen  on  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

are  based 

on  the  number  of  organisms  in  the  ice  cream  absorbing  oxygen, 
and  this  is  shown  by  the  reduction  of  colour  in  methylene  blue 
which  is  an  aniline  dye. 

After  incubation,  the  quicker  the  reduction  of  the  colour  the 
poorer  the  quality  of  the  ice-cream. 

The  four  grades  recommended  are  as  follows  ; — 

Grade  I (Best  quality)  time  taken  to  reduce  methylene  blue  4]  hrs.  or  over 
Grade  2 „ ,.  ..  ..  „ 24  hrs.  to  4 hrs. 

Grade  3 ..  4 hr.  to  2 hrs. 

Grade  4 .,  0 hrs. 


The  methylene  blue  test  does  not  indicate  the  types  of  organisms 
present,  but  shows  the  number  of  organisms  as  a whole  present  in 
the  ice  cream. 

It  could  be  said  to  show  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  the  ice 
cream. 

The  majority  of  shops  now  sell  ice  cream  in  pre-packed  cartons, 
thus  eliminating  the  risk  of  contamination  from  the  lime  of  manu- 
facture to  the  time  it  is  consumed. 
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FACTORIES 

The  number  of  visists  made  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  was 
205,  as  follows  : — 

57  to  Bakehouses. 

123  to  other  Factory  premises. 

25  to  other  premises  in  which  Section  7 is  enforced. 

Sixteen  Bakehouses  have  mechanical  power  and  eight  are 
without  mechanical  power.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

The  number  of  factories  in  the  district  with  mechanical  power 
is  202. 

The  number  of  factories  in  the  district  without  mechanical 
power  is  51. 

The  number  of  workplaces  is  46. 

The  number  of  Certificates  issued  as  to  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire,  as  provided  by  Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  was  5. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

Five  complaints  were  received  as  to  contravention  of  the  Act 
as  follows  : — 

Selling  goods  on  a Sunday  ...  4

Each  complaint  was  investigated  and  the  matter  rectified. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  continued  as  in  previous  years; 
infestations  were  mostly  of  a minor  type. 

Routine  testing  of  public  sewers  in  the  district  was  carried  out 
during  March  and  the  results  were  again  almost  negative  as  to  the 
presence  of  rats.  Approximately  10%  of  the  sewers  were  baited, 
namely,  173  manholes. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Education  Authority  the  School 
Canteens  were  treated  for  fly  and  other  insect  infestation.  Contracts 
were  also  made  with  the  Authority  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  at  the  canteens. 

Agreements  with  proprietors  of  business  and  premises  other 
than  private  dwellings,  to  carry  out  extermination  of  rats,  mice, 
and  other  pests,  to  the  value  of  £341  Is.  3d.  were  made  during 
the  year. 

From  time  to  time  enquiries  are  received  for  help  in  regard  to 
infestations  of  various  types  of  insects,  beetles,  cockroaches, 
crickets,  ants,  flies,  moles,  etc.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  help, 
by  advice,  to  secure  a satisfactory  solution. 

During  the  past  year  twenty  foxes  were  killed  on  the  Commons 
and  adjacent  properties  in  co-operation  with  the  Surrey  Agricul- 
tural Executive  Committee  Officers. 

Full  statistical  details  of  the  service  relating  to  properties  during 
1954  are  set  out  on  the  next  page. 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT, 

1951 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  urban  district  where  flock  is 
manufactured.  There  are  only  three  premises  where  rag  flock  or 
other  filling  materials  is  stored  for  use  in  connection  with  the 
business  of  upholstery,  and  these  premises  are  registered. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

The  main  purpose  of  this  Act  is  the  enforcement  of  the  Protec- 
tion of  Animals  Acts  in  their  application  to  the  business  of  selling 
pets. 

The  prescribed  fee  for  a licence  is  10/-. 

Four  applications  were  received  ; Two  from  Cobham,  one  from 
East  Molesey,  and  one  from  Esher,  and  in  each  instance  the 
Council  decided,  after  an  inspection  and  report,  to  grant  a licence. 


SPRAYING  PONDS  AND  DITCHES 

The  systematic  spraying  of  ponds,  ditches,  water  courses  and 
water  holes  in  the  district  with  Mosquito  Oil  has  been  carried  out 
as  in  previous  years.
